G EORGETHE THIRD, by the Grace of God, of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, and fo forth. To all unto whom thel'e pre- 
lents lhall come, greeting. Whereas in and by a certain Aft, lately made in our 
parliament of Ireland, entitled. An All for efiabhfhing a Bank , by the Name of “ The Recital of 
Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland,” It is amongft other the Aft for 
things enafted, that it fhould and might be lawful to and for us, by Commiflion eftablifll 'ng 
under the Great Seal of Ireland , toauthorife and appoint any number of perfons, to t . he Bank of 
take and receive all fuch voluntary Subfcriptions as fhould be made on or before the 
nrit day of in the year 1 784, by any Perfon or Perfons, Natives or Foreigners, 

Bodies Politic or Corporate, for and towards the raifing and paying into the receipt 
of our Treafury of Ireland the Sum of Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds fterlin-s to be 
paid in Money, or by Debentures which have been or fhall be iflued from our Paid 
Treafury by virtue of any Aft or Aft s of Parliament theretofore, or in the then pre- 
fent SeUIons of Parliament, made in our kingdom of Ireland, bearing an Interert at 
the rate of Four Pounds ■per centum per annum , which Debentures fhould be taken at 
par, and confidered as Money, by the perfons to whom the fame fhould be paid ; for 
which ium fo to be fubferibed, a fum by way of Annuity, equal in amount to the In- 
tereft upon the faid Debentures, at the rate of Four Pounds per centum per annum , 
lhould be paid at our Treafury in manner in the faid Aft mentioned : And that it 
mould and might be lawful for us, by our Letters Patent, under the Great Seal of 
Ireland, to limit, direft, and appoint, how, and in what manner and proportions, and 
under what Rules and Direftions the faid fum of Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds 
fterling, and every, or any part or proportion thereof may be affignable or trans- 
ferrable, affigned or transferred, to fuch perfon or perfons only, as lhall freely and 
voluntarily accept of the fame, and not otherwil'e ; and to incorporate all, and every 
fuch Subfcribers and Contributors, their Executors, Adminiftrators, Succeffors or 
Afhgnees, to be one Body Corporate and Politic, by the Name of “ The Gover- 
“ ^nd Company of the Bank of Ireland,” to have perpetual fuccefiion 
and with fuch privileges and powers, and to be under fuch Rules as are therein 
mentioned; fubjeft neverthelefs, to a certain provifo or condition of redemption in 
the laid Aft contained. And it is thereby further enafted, that no one Perfon or 
Body Politic or Corporate, lhould by himfelf, herfelf, or themfelves, or by any perfon

Thoufand Pounds fterling, any fum or films of Money, exceeding the fum of Ten 
Thoufand Pounds fterling, for the.ufe of fuch Perfon, or Body Politic or Corporate 
refpefttvely : And that every fuch Subfcriber lhould at the time of fuch Subscription 
pay, or caufe to be paid, unto the Commiftioners who fhould be authorized to 
receive Subfcriptions as aforefaid, one full fourth part of his, her, or their refpec- 
tive Subfcriptions ; and that in default of Inch payment, every fuch Subfcription 
lhall be void; and that the refidue of fuch Subfcription lhall be paid into our 
faid Trealury, in fuch manner and proportions, and at fuch times, before the firft 
day of January, which fhall be in the year I7 8 4 , as fuch Commiftioners fhall 
direct and appoint: And in default of any fuch Payments, that then fuch parts 
as fhall have been paid, fhall be forfeited to and for the benefit of the faid 
Bank, to be applied as in the faid Adi is mentioned. And it is thereby further 
enafted, that in cafe the whole fum of Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds fterlin» 
fhould not be fubferibed, on or before the firft day of January which fhall 
be in the year of our Lord 1784, that the laid' Powers for’ ereftinv the 
faid Corporation fhould ceafe; and that in fuch Cafe the faid Subfcribers fhould 
be intitled to, and receive from the faid Commiffioners, fuch, or like Debentures 
or fuch fums of Money as fhall have been by them fubferibed and paid with 
all Inrerell accruing upon the faid Debentures, during the time the fame fhall 
have been depoftted with the faid Commiffioners ; and that the faid Sum of Six

the Funds' made applicable by Parliament for payment of intereft on faid Deben- 
tures,' one Annuity or yearly fum of Twenty-four Thoufand Pounds Jlerling, to be 
paid by half yearly payments to the faid Governor and Company of the faid Bank, 
as is in the faid Aft mentioned ; ancl that the faid annual fum of Twenty -four Thcu- 
fand Pounds Jlerling, (hall be applied to the ufes of all the Members of the faid 
Corporation for the time being, rateably to each Member’s fhare of, and intereft 
in, the Common Capital Stock of the faid Governor and Company, purfuant to 
Recital of the l'uch Rules as fhould be fpecified by our faid Letters Patent, And whereas in 
Commiffion. purfuance of the faid Aft, we did by our Commiffion, or Letters Patent, under the 
Great Seal of Ireland, bearing date at Dublin, the twenty-feventh day of July now 
laft paft, nominate, conftitute, authorize and appoint our trufty and well beloved, 
the Right honourable Jofeph Earl of Mill town, [Here follow the Names of the reft of 
the Cmmijfioners ] or any three or more of them, to be our Commissioners, to take 
and receive all fuch voluntary Subfcriptions as fhould . be made on or before the 
faid firft day of January, in the year of our Lord 17&4, by any Perfon or Perfons, 
Natives or Foreigners, or by or for any Body Politic or Corporate, for, and to- 
wards the raffing and paying of the faid fum of Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds 
feeding, in manner in the faid Adi mentioned, with Power and Direftion to them, 
or fuch, or fo many of them as are thereby auchorifcd and appointed to take fuch 
Subfcriptions ; and alfo to direft and appoint in what manner the refidue of fuch 
Subfcriptions fhould be paid in, and to do and perform fuch matters and things in 
relation thereunto as are thereby enjoined. And we did in and by the fame 
Commiffion, promife and declare, that in cafe the faid fum of Six Hundred Thou- 
fand Pounds lterling (hould be fubfcribed and paid before the Jaid firft day of January , 
in the faid year 1784, that then We, our Heirs or Succefiors, (hould, and would 
immediately after the faid firft day of January 1784, or fo foon as Six Hundred 
Thoufand Pounds fterling fhould be lubfcrihed and paid as aforefaid, (which of them 
fhould firft happen) grant, and make forth our Royal Charter , or Letters Patent, under 
the Great Seal of Ireland, and thereby incorporate all and every fuch Subfcribers 
and Contributors who fhould be then living, and who fhould not have affigned their 
Intereft in their faid Subfcriptions j and in cafe any of them fhould be dead, the 
Executors or Adminiftrators of fuch Subfcribers : And in cafe any of the faid Sub- 
fcribers fhould have affigned their Intereft in their faid Subfcriptions, in all fuch cafes 
the Affignees of fuch Subfcribers to be one Body Corporate and Politic, by the Name 
of The Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland, with fuch Powers, 
Capacities, Privileges, Benefits, Liberties and Advantages, and under and fubjeft to 
fuch Rules, Reftriftions, Power of Redemption, Provifoes, Limitations and Claufes 
as 2re therein mentioned or referred unto. And we did thereby for us, our Heirs 
and Succefiors, declare, limit, and appoint, that all and every perfon and perfons, 
his, her, and their Executors, Adminiftrators, Succefiors and Affignees, according 
and in proportion to the fum or fums of Money by him, her, or them, refpec- 
tively fubfcribed and paid, {hould have and be deemed to have an fntcreft or. Share 
in the faid Stock of Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds fterling, and the Annuity 
granted by the faid Adi ; and that fuch Intereft or Share, or any Part thereof, fhould 
be affignable and transferable, and fhould and might be affigned and transferred, by 
any perfon or perfons intitled thereunto, to any other perfon or perfons, and fo over, 
as fully and effeftually as any other Intereft whatlbever, is by Law affignable; fo as fuch 
Affignments or Transfers which fliould be made on.or before the full and compieaftifub- 
feribing and paying the faid Sum of Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds fterling, and before 
the granting of fuch our Charter of Incorporation, fhould be entered or regiftcred 
in the Office of our Auditor-General in Ireland, within Thirty-one Days after making 
the faid refpedlive Affignments or Transfers, and all fuch Affignments or Transfers, 
which fhould be made after the granting of our.iaid Charter of Incorporation, fhould 

be 
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Ibe tnatle, entered and regiftered, in fuch manner and form, and at fuch places, as in and 
by the faid Ail and by our Royal Letter is directed, and as in and by the laid Charter of 
Incorporation fhall be direfted and appointed. And, we did therebyorder and diieft our
